Gentlemen: 

Yours  of  the  29th.  at  hand.  The  price  named,  $29.00,  for  the 
14  Mint  Medals  is  satisfactory.  After  taking  into  consideration 
the  fact  that  the  Field  medal  was  an  early  proof  I  have  decided 
that  the  price,  taking  everything  all  together,  was  about  right  for 
me  to  hqndle.  As  soon  as  I  get  a  chance  to  lftok  them  over  more 
thoroughly  I  will  send  you  a  check. 

I  found  in  the  boMt,  as  I  wrote  you  some  few  days  ago,  some 
silver  three  cent  pieces(lO  pieces)  I  return  them  herewith  for 
they  are  too  poor  a  lot  for  my  customer,  who'll  accepting  nothing 
but  the  nicest  pieces  he  can  obtain.  I  have  had  already  offered  me 
a  lot  as  near  perfect  as  possible,  proofs  and  unc.  You  do  not 
state  anything  in  your  letter  about  these  pieces. 

Your  remarks  in  relation  to  telegrams,  I  think  are  very  un¬ 
necessary.  In  the  first  place  you  offered  me  those  medals  at 
$1.00  each.  Then  when  I  ordered  them  you  told  me  that  you  had  made 
a  mistake  and  that  the  price  should  be  $1.50  each.  As  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible  I  telegraphed  you  not  to  ship  as  I  could  do  better.
